“Swiss Family” Treehouse Is 


Featured At Disneyland 


Anyone who owned, or dreamed of 
having his own treehouse as a youngster, 
is sure to be delighted with the magnifi- 
cent dwelling in Walt Disney’s adven- 
ture-classic, “Swiss Family Robinson.” 
In the Technicolor-Panavision feature, 
the Robinson clan build a triple-deck 
treehouse with material salvaged from 
the wrecked ship that maroons them on 
the deserted tropical island. 

Situated high in the spreading 
branches of a gigantic samaan raintree, 
the treehouse recreates the one Johann 
Wyss described in his famous ‘Swiss 
Family” story. It is a masterpiece of rus- 
tic ingenuity, reproducing some of the 
charm of a Swiss chalet, designed with 
three different levels—the spacious, well- 
furnished family room and two bed- 
rooms, one for the parents and one for 
the Robinson boys. 

If modern-day Robinsons want to see 


how it was to live in a tree, Walt Disney 
has provided the perfect opportunity in 
his fabulous amusement park, Disney- 
land. Rising 70 feet above the jungle of 
Adventureland is an exact replica of the 
“Swiss Family” treehouse. As visitors 
climb steps rough-hewn by island casta- 
ways, they become part of the fabled ad- 
ventures of the ship-wrecked family. 

The grownups’ bedroom, properly dec- 
orated right down to sailcloth curtains 
and a cracked but carefully-hung mirror, 
is reached from the main room via a 
staircase running up the broad back of a 
massive branch. The boys’ room, perched 
still higher up like a roomy crow’s nest, 
is reached by a taut rope-ladder taken 
from the rigging of the ship. 

A waterwheel operated by a forest 
waterfall feeds a storage barrel through 
a long belt of small buckets and a system 
of bamboo plumbing.

“Swiss Family Robinson’’ synopsis (wor for pubiication) 


Chased off course by pirates and aban- 
doned to a howling storm by its crew, a 
battered ship wallows in the grip of 
mountainous seas. It is night. There is 
no sign of life on deck but below, in a 
cabin, the door blocked by fallen wreck- 
age, five passengers wait out their fate 
in darkness. 


This is a family from Berne, Switzer- 
land, enroute to a colony in New Guinea 
to avoid the oppressions of an expanding 
Napoleonic regime. They are Father 
(JOHN MILLS), Mother (DOROTHY 
McGUIRE), Fritz, the eldest son 
(JAMES MacARTHUR), Ernst, the mid- 
dle son (TOMMY KIRK), and little 
Francis, the youngest son (KEVIN COR- 
CORAN). 

Morning finds the ship lodged fast on 
jagged rocks. Father and the two older 
boys break out to find themselves 
stranded just off a reef and the crescent 
beaches of a palm-fringed shore. 

Taking firearms and food with them, 
the five run the gamut of wave-lashed 
coral to reach shore in a crude tubraft, 
rescuing two great danes on the way 
when the dogs are nearly swamped try- 
ing to follow them in. Domestic animals 
— a cow, calf, donkey, two sows, goats, 
several crates of ducks, chickens and 
geese — are left in the hold to be brought 
in later. 

Francis and the dogs are the first 
ashore and Francis manages a brief ride 
on the back of a giant tortoise before 
Mother calls him back. The family kneels 
to pray. 

A makeshift tent erected for the night 
is almost torn down by a great monitor 
lizard while, unseen, a tiger lurks in the 
background. 
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Back on the wreck next day Father, 
Fritz and Ernst see the pirate ship re- 
turning, but it veers off promptly when 
Father runs up a quarantine flag. 

A herd of sharks move in as the sail- 
equipped tubraft is becalmed with its 
tow of domestic animals, each supported 
in the water by makeshift keg life-pre- 
servers. A fight with muskets and oars 
against the undersea monsters seems lost 
until Ernst lassoes a powerful sea turtle 
he sees rushing shoreward. The turtle 
hauls the entire flotilla along with him to 
safety. 

Meanwhile, Mother discovers Francis 
facing the tiger, which has surprised 
him as he traps a baby elephant with a 
baited ground noose. The great danes, 
Turk and Duke, drive the big cat off, and 
Francis gets to keep the elephant. 

During construction of an elaborate 
family treehouse, Francis is nearly 
killed again while capturing a baby mon- 
key high in the lofty structure. He loses 
his balance in his eagerness and only a 
rope, fastened around his waist as a pre- 
caution, saves him. He never lets go of 
the monkey in his fall. 

When the four-level treehouse is com- 
pleted several months later, Mother 
breaks down with tears of joy. There is 
a ground level eating and cooking patio, 
and three rooms in the tree itself — a 
main room and two bedrooms, one for 
the boys and one for the parents, all com- 
pletely furnished with ship’s salvage in 
a highly inventive manner. 

Fritz and Ernst set out to explore the 
area in their home-made outrigger and 
are wrecked on the other side of the is- 
land. They are nearly thrown into the 
pirates’ hands when they surprise the 
buccaneers dividing spoils on the beach. 


The spoils include a pair of captives, 
Captain Moreland (CECIL PARKER) 
and his grandson Bertie. The boys have 
just time enough to untie and make off 
with Bertie before the pirates are on 
their heels chasing them through dense 
jungle. 

With the exception of one victorious 
encounter with a huge pirate, the three 
make good their escape, only to meet a 
20-foot anaconda in a deep and treacher- 
ous swamp. Using a kris taken from the 
pirate, Fritz manages to drive the ser- 
pent off. 

Bertie is discovered to be a girl 
(JANET MUNRO) when she precipi- 
tates a struggle trying to escape back to 
the beach where her grandfather has 
been left. Her name is Roberta. 

A sorrow-filled Christmas day at the 
treehouse turns into one of joy when the 
three straggle in, Roberta riding a zebra 
rescued from a waterhole. During the 
joyful reunion that night, Fritz and 
Ernst nearly come to blows over who 
should dance with Roberta. 

All remaining supplies are taken from 
the wreck before it is blown out of the 
water to prevent re-discovery by the pi- 
rates. The family then sets about build- 
ing a hilltop fortress, organizing an in- 
geniously lethal system of defenses 
which include a battery of crossbows, 
coconut hand grenades, a booby-trap 
bridge, avalanches of logs and boulders, 
land mines, tree-traps and pitfalls. 

Mounting tension between Fritz and 
Ernst over Roberta breaks into a fist 
fight when both try to teach her how to 
handle a rifle—something she knows very 
well how to do. Fritz, whom Roberta ob- 
viously prefers, overpowers his opponent 
handily. 


To rélax frayed nerves, Father decides 
on a holiday with a race as the highlight 
event. Francis rides his elephant, Ernst 
an ostrich, Roberta the zebra and Fritz 


the donkey, while Francis’ pet monkey 


is put aboard Turk. 

The result is a hilarious race. None of 
the animals are inclined to run in a 
straight line. Just as Francis is winning, 
Roberta sees the pirate junk offshore, its 
motley crew piling into longboats. A 
pistol shot starting the race has given 
the family away. The group rush to the 
hilltop barricade and take up their de- 
fenses. 

Literally, the pirates are hit with ev- 
erything prepared for them. After sev- 
eral setbacks, including an angry brush 
with a tiger which has been trapped in 
one of the pits, they gain the top of For- 
tress Hill for hand-to-hand fighting. 

Kuala, the pirate chief (SESSUE 
HAYAKAWA), displays a white flag 
and tries to bargain for Roberta, and 
feeling she can save the family from the 
raiders, attempts to give herself up. But 
Fritz seizes her and pushes her behind 
a rock safe from a fusillade of pirate 
bullets intended for her. 

Suddenly, when it seems to be lost, the 
battle turns. Cannon fire in the bay an- 
nounces the arrival of Captain Moreland 
aboard one of his armed merchantmen. 
The pirates and their ship are destroyed. 

Now is the chance for the Swiss family 
to resume its journey to New Guinea. 
But in the end only Ernst decides to 
leave, and not for New Guinea but for a 
university of the grateful captain’s 
choosing. 

Fritz and Roberta, in love, also decide 
to stay to help found a colony on the 
tropical paradise island.

Veteran Actor John Mills Brings 
Versatility To Disney Classic 


Versatility is the mark of a fine actor 
and one name easily comes to mind when 
this distinction is made — John Mills. As 
the father in Walt Disney’s adventure 
classic, “Swiss Family Robinson,” John 
brings to the screen the quiet strength 
which has won for him the acclaim of 
critics on two continents. 


The father of Hayley Mills, John is a: 


mild man, slightly below the medium 
height, with blue eyes and thinning 
brown hair, who looks anything but the 
outdoor type. When the cast and crew set 
up production on the tropical island of 
Tobago, he became the leader of the Rob- 
inson family with the same assuredness 
he emoted in roles like the old-school col- 
onel of a Scottish regiment in “Tunes of 
Glory,” or as a former officer of British 
lancers turned colonel of American cay- 
alry in “Chuka.” 

Thirty-five years of acting in almost 
every conceivable role in some of the best 
pictures filmed here and abroad, has en- 
deared him to every Britisher and mil- 
lions of American moviegoers. When not 
playing an'tarmy officer, he is a spunky 
British tommy, a naval commander ral- 
lying his men on a sinking submarine, 
or the espionage chief at the Admiralty. 
But then his father taught mathematics 
at England’s Naval Training School 
near Yarmouth, and John is a product of 
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JOHN MILLS 
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the high school at Norwich, which also 
produced Lord Nelson. Somewhere the 
mark must be on him. 

He made his first screen appearance in 
the 1933 production, “The Midshipmaid.” 
Next came “Brittania of Billingsgate,” 
starring Violet Lorraine. Later he toured 
the Far East with a drama company, 
and while in China he met a red-haired 
school girl named Mary Hayley-Bell. 
Back in London they renewed the ac- 
quaintance and were eventually married. 
Giving up her own acting career, she 
turned to writing and has been doing 
well ever since with novels and plays. 

By the time World War II broke out, 
Mills had starred in 14 more films and a 
dozen West End plays. While serving in 
the British Army he was given time out 
to do Noel Coward’s morale-building 
film, the memorable, “In Which We 
Serve.’’ When peace came he returned to 
the screen. But he kept interspersing 
films with stage plays, and came to 
America in 1961 to do “Ross,” based on 
an incident in the life of Lawrence of 
Arabia, on Broadway. Other late stage 
appearances were in, ‘““Men in Shadow,” 
“Damascus Blade,” “Top of the Ladder,” 
“Figure of Fun” and two written by his 
wife, “Duet for Two Hands” and “Un- 
invited Guest.” 

His talented off-spring, Hayley, made 
her screen debut with him in “Tiger 
Bay.” They have since done three other 
pictures together—“‘The Chalk Garden,” 
“The Truth About Spring” and “The 
Family Way.” And John directed Hayley 
in “Gypsy Girl)’ which her mother wrote. 

His older daughter, Juliet, is doing 
well as an actress in films and stage pro- 
ductions in Britain. His teen-age son, 
Jonathan, however, aspires to architec- 
ture. 

John is an enthusiastic polo player, 
skier, golfer and sports-car driver, and 
calls fast cars his ‘“‘one vice.” The family 
home is an old farm house in Surrey. 
“It’s just sixteen minutes from London” 
(if you can handle a sports car like John 
Mills, that is). 

In Panavision and Technicolor, “Swiss 
Family Robinson” stars Mills, Dorothy 
McGuire, James MacArthur and Janet 
Munro, and co-stars Sessue Hayakawa, 
Tommy Kirk, Kevin Corcoran and Cecil 
Parker. Bill Anderson produced for Dis- 
ney. Ken Annakin directed the Lowell 
S. Hawley screenplay. Buena Vista re- 
releases, 


Role of Mother Is Type Casting For 
Walt Disney’s “Swiss Family Robinson” 


It was a case of “type casting” when 
one of Hollywood’s most accomplished 
actresses and mothers, Dorothy McGuire 
portrayed the role of the mother in Walt 
Disney’s highly successful Panavision- 
Technicolor feature, “Swiss Family Rob- 
inson.” 

Miss McGuire was mother to Tommy 
Kirk and Kevin Corcoran in another Dis- 
ney success, “Old Yeller.’”’ Since Tommy 
and Kevin repeat in the Disney castaway 
epic, location shooting on the lush isle of 
Tobago in the West Indies amounted to 
something of a family reunion. In reality 
it was too, when Miss McGuire’s hus- 
band, John Swope, and their children, 
Topo and Marc, came to stay with her in 
the late Fall and for the Christmas holi- 
days. “At Christmas we hung sea shells 
on our tree,” Miss McGuire recalled. 

Acting aspirations were evident while 
Miss McGuire was still a youngster. 
Born in Omaha, Nebraska, she became a 
member of the Omaha Community Play- 
house at the age of 13, and made her 
stage bow there in “A Kiss for Cinder- 
ella.” After completing her education she 
went to New York where she did a few 
small roles before being hired as Martha 
Scott’s understudy in “Our Town?’ Even- 
tually, Miss McGuire took over the role 
and toured in the play. Every success 
story has a beginning, and for Dorothy 
McGuire that was the day she reported 


to the John Golden office where author 
Rose Franken and Golden, after inter- 
viewing 209 applicants for the title role 
in “Claudia,” were discussing dropping 
the play because of inability to cast the 
part. Within an hour, the part was hers. 

“Claudia” was a smash hit on Broad- 
way and a great personal triumph for 
Dorothy. She starred in the play for two 
years, then repeated the role on film. 
Her other memorable movies include, 
‘“‘Gentlemen’s Agreement,’’ ‘‘A Tree 
Grows in Brooklyn,” “Enchanted Cot- 
tage,’ “Three Coins in the Fountain,” 
and “A Summer Place.”

Zen Buddhist Hayakawa Not Surprised 
By “Swiss Family Robinson” Success 


When Walt Disney’s classic produc- 
tion, “Swiss Family Robinson,” proved 
an immediate hit and landed high among: 
the all-time boxoffice champs, one mem- 
ber of the international east wasn’t too 
surprised. As an ordained Zen Buddhist 
priest, Sessue Hayakawa had predicted 
the picture would be a resounding suc- 
cess. 

Zen Buddhists believe in the need and 
their endless search for a true under- 
standing of life’s meaning. Third son of 
the governor of Chiba, a Japanese state, 
Hayakawa turned to Zen Buddhism to 
find peace when illness stopped his stud- 
ies at the Kaijo Naval College. He was 
ordained in 1929 and, although a highly 
successful actor, writer and businessman 
for decades, he has continued to pursue 
Zen Buddhism as a civil rather than a 
clerical priest, devoting at least two 
hours daily to the “problems” his reli- 
gious calling requires him to solve. 

In the Disney epic, Sessue essays the 
role of Kuala, the fierce pirate chief. 
Drawing on nearly 50 years of dramatic 
experience, ranging from early silent 
films to “The Bridge on the River Kwai,” 
he brings the character to full develop- 
ment with bigger-than-life gestures and 
expressions reminiscent of an earlier age 
of acting. He plays the role with humor, 
but maintains dignity as the leader of 
the motley crew of cutthroats. He real- 
ized what he was doing would reflect 
humorously on the audience, and it does. 

Even though he is well past 70, Haya- 
kawa keeps active as a prosperous busi- 
nessman in Japan. Occasionally he will 
accept a role as a guest actor on televi- 
sion. For the past three years he has been 
a nominal president of the International 
Dramatic Academy while continuing to 
pen scenarios. 

When Sessue thinks over his long and 
prosperous career, he often recalls the 
words of a Japanese fruit stand propri- 
etor he encountered while vacationing in

The animal cast for Walt Disney’s 
elaborate Panavision-Technicolor clas- 
sic, “Swiss Family Robinson,” holds the 
record for variety, at least. 

More than 200 birds and animals were 
used in six months of filming on Tobago, 
small and primitive neighbor of Trinidad 
in the West Indies. 

Numerically, motion picture produc- 
tions have possibly exceeded this outlay 
of feathered and four-legged thespians. 
But no non-documentary feature has 
used more than 70 varieties of bird and 
beast in one fell swoop. 

Even the prolific Johann Wyss, High- 
teenth Century creator of the original 
classic, would have been pleasantly sur- 
prised with the snarling, yipping, 
screeching, prancing, fighting turnout. 

The impressive list includes ostriches, 
zebras, anacondas, monitor lizards, 
iguanas, monkeys — 22 of these — tigers, 
cheetahs, hyenas, alligators, sharks, ca- 
meleons, dogs, goats, turtles, tortoises, a 
cow, an elephant and a mule. 

Many more birds filled the tropical 
air with their color and their cries: peli- 
cans, frigate birds, flamingoes, macaws, 
parrots, cranes, toucans, cockatoos, 
pheasants of one variety or another, pea- 
fowl, swans, ducks, geese, chickens, and 
more than two-score vultures. 

A lot of the capricious creatures, par- 
ticularly birds, were window dressing or 
atmosphere, like Tommy the Toucan, 
who looked as if he had stepped right out 
of “Alice in Wonderland.” The unpre- 


Disney’s “Swiss Family 
Robinson” A Family 
Affair From Johann Wyss 


“Swiss Family Robinson,” the world- 
famous adventure story Walt Disney 
filmed as an elaborate feature motion 
picture, started out as a family affair 
in the strictest sense of the word. 

A Johann Wyss told it to his sons and 
one of the sons, another Johann Wyss, 
had it published. One of the originators 
was Johann Rudolph and the other Jo- 
hann David. Which was father or son is 
not too clear in the sparse records that 
remain. 

At any rate, the story was concocted 
for family fireside telling and only came 
to the world’s avid attention as a literary 
hand-me-down. The first, comparatively 
brief story saw the light of publication 
in 1812 or 1813. Authoritative sources 
can only agree that it was “1812-13.” 

There have been other versions. Im- 


dictable hyenas, tougher than most ti- 
gers, were considered unsafe for any- 
thing but long shots. 

But the most surprising character of 
all was the five-year-old elephant named 
Rocky. Rocky liked to rock and roll more 
than most of her breed. But the real rea- 
son for the name was an even more pe- 
culiar leaning of hers. For solace, par- 
ticularly after a tiring day before the 
cameras, this young ’un liked having her 
head rubbed with a rock. 

Although Tobago and Trinidad are 
well populated with crocodiles, iguanas, 
agouti and manacou, and still stranger 
creatures like whistling frogs and oy- 
sters that grow on trees, no real island 
could come up to the kaleidoscopic zoo- 
logical role dreamed up by Wyss and 
Disney. 

Wyss wrote the myriad animal extras 
in. Disney flew them in, gathering them 
from all over the Western Hemisphere 
for air-lifting across the Caribbean. 
Waiting to join them before the cameras 
were a motley crew of locals, which in- 
cluded pigs, sharks, sea turtles, an excit- 
able group of farmyard fowl, and one ob- 
stinate donkey.

provisors and translators — it was writ- 
ten originally in German — expanded on 
it in this manner and that, until today 
there are a total of eight versions in 
print.

It had been printed in some 90 
languages, and for a time was the world’s 
best-seller, ranking second only to the 
Bible in gross sales. It still stands very 
high on the all-time best-seller list, and 
became one of the motion picture thea- 
tres’ biggest boxoffice successes when 
Disney brought it to the screen.

As the love interest of James MacAr-

After her mother died, she came up the 
hard way, playing one-nighters in troop 
camps with her father, Alex Munro, who 
was head of Royal Air Force entertain- 
ment during World War II.

“T used to stand there in kilts, singing 
Scotch songs,” she remembers. ‘‘My voice 
was smaller than I was, but the boys 
didn’t mind. It was a little bit of bag- 
gage from home.” 

She toured most of England by the 
time she was 21, playing every type of 
role in various repertory companies, and 
became well known on British television 
and movies. Ranked England’s Miss Tele- 
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vision of 1958 and “the most promising 
juvenile stage actress” in 1955, Janet 
caught Walt Disney’s eye when he was 
casting the motion picture, ““Darby O’Gill 
and the Little People?’ and was promptly 
signed up to a long-term contract, top- 
ping 300 other candidates to play the 
feminine lead. 

Her Disney assignments came quickly. 
After “Darby” she starred in “Third 
Man on the Mountain” opposite James 
MacArthur, and starred with him again 
in “Swiss Family Robinson,” followed 
by “The Horsemasters.” 

“After I did the Disney films, I more 
or less packed off to England,” Janet 
says. 

For the last five years she has been 
living in a house on an island at Shep- 
perton, with her actor-husband, Jan Hen- 
dry and their daughter, Sally. “It was 
marvelous living in the middle of the 
Thames until they sacked the ferryboat 
man and we all had to row ourselves 
across to the mainland. 

“Tt was all great fun, but you got a 
wet backside when it rained. And, no- 
body believed you when you turned up at 
a party with a damp bottom and said: 
‘Sorry I’m such a mess, I had to row 
here.’ ” 

Recently, Janet and the family moved 
to Hampstead Heath. “It’s very strange. 
People come up to the door and ring the 
bell when they want to visit. For the first 
fortnight I used to hide under the stairs 
in fright. For the past five years, anyone 
who wanted to see us had to ring the 
ship’s bell on the mainland and we had 
to row over and fetch them. But at least 
I’ve got my feet firmly on the ground, 
and that counts a lot.” 

The move has also given Janet the con- 
fidence to turn back to TV and films. She 
had slipped back to the film world last 
year when she appeared in “Sebastian,” 
with Dirk Bogarde. But, “Sebastian” 
was only the first cautious step back into 
the limelight for the girl, who four years 
ago, was quite happy to sit back and 
watch her husband rise to fame in films 
and on TV.

Miss Hayes 
is, of course, the first lady of the Ameri- 
can stage and her talented son, James, 
has been racking up critical acclaim 
since he made his acting debut in “The 
Corn is Green,” at the age of 8. 

“T played a Welsh boy in a summer 
stock production at Olney, Maryland. 
Mother didn’t let me know until years 
later how really nervous she was on 
opening night.” 

Currently, he is co-starring in his own 
television series, “Hawaii Five-O,” on 
the CBS Network, and is seen in the de- 
manding role of Fritz in Walt Disney’s 
classic production, “Swiss Family Rob- 
inson,” now being re-released by Buena 
Vista. 

MacArthur was born in Los Angeles, 
California. His father, the late Pulitzer 
Prize-winning journalist-playwright 
Charles MacArthur, also influenced the 
artistic environment James has been ex- 
posed to all his life. While still a baby, he 
was taken to New York State and grew 
up on his parent’s estate at Nyack. He 
was educated at the Allen Stevenson 
School in New York and Solebury School 
at New Hope, Pennsylvania. While ma- 
joring in history at Harvard University, 
he took a leave of absence to continue 
his acting career. 

With the family background he has, it 
was not surprising that he began to show 
dramatic ability.as a small boy. 

The year after his bow in summer stock 
found him holding the same role in the 
same play, this time at the Cape Play- 
house in Dennis, Massachusetts. Then 
came a hiatus until 1953, when he es- 
sayed the role of young John in “Life 
With Father,” in summer stock at Fal- 
mouth, Massachusetts. 

“IT was also chief of the parking lot, 
assistant electrician and finally electri- 
cian,” says James proudly. “I was in 
charge of lighting two shows that sum- 
mer.”’ 

By the time he was 16, young Mac- 
Arth ir began to think of acting as a fu- 
ture full-time career. During school va- 


cations and whenever time permitted, he 
performed on television, his most notable 
early role being the juvenile lead in 
“Deal a Blow” on the CBS Television 
Network under the direction of John 
Frankenheimer. He repeated this role in 
the movie version of the play, “The 
Young Stranger,” in 1956. 

In 1960 he appeared in the Broadway 
production of “Invitation to a March,” 
with Celeste Holm and Jane Fonda. 

After deciding to make his permanent 
home in Southern California, MacArthur 
appeared regularly in Disney movies, in- 
cluding “Kidnapped?’ “Third Man on the 
Mountain?’ “Swiss Family Robinson?’ and 
“The Light in the Forest.”

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He received critical acclaim for his 
role in “The Interns?’ and later appeared 
with Van Heflin in “To Be a Man,” with 
Henry Fonda and Maureen O’Hara in 
“Spencer’s Mountain,” and with John 
and Hayley Mills in “The Truth About 
Spring.” His latest films include, “The 
Battle of the Bulge” and “The Bedford 
Incident.” 

James is handsome and athletic, has 
travelled a good deal and is especially 
fond of Paris, where he was the youngest 
member of the “Skin of Our Teeth” com- 
pany, starring his mother. 

“T was a very important member of 
the company,” he says. “I was in charge 
of making the thunder backstage on a 
pair of kettledrums.”

Disney Classic Depicts Realism In 


“Swiss Family” Adventure 


One of man’s more common daydreams 
is to escape from the routine of city life 
and cast his lot on a South Sea island 
paradise. Realizing this, Walt Disney 
was confident his classic production, 
“Swiss Family Robinson,” would be suc- 
cessful if it was brought to the screen 
with all the vivid beauty Johann Wyss 
had depicted in his popular English 
novel. 

Long recognized as one of the top spe- 
cial effects studios in the motion picture 
industry, Disney could have easily cre- 
ated the tropical atmosphere on the back- 
lot of the Burbank, California studio. 
But Walt also insisted on realism when- 
ever possible, and for this reason, a 
world-wide search was undertaken to 
find an island location for the ‘Swiss 
Family” production. 

After weeks of island-hopping, direc- 
tor Ken Annakin and associate producer 
Basil Keys were about to give up the 
search when they happened to spot a 
small island while flying to Trinidad. 

There it was! Tobago, lying 18 miles 
off the coast of Trinidad, an island of 
irrepressible tropical grandeur. Tobago, 
with a climate of perpetual summer 
cooled by balmy tradewinds from the 
sparkling clear blue ocean surrounding 
its white sandy beaches. Annakin imme- 


diately sent a wire to Bill Anderson, who 
was producing the picture for Disney. 

Anderson flew down to survey the fa- 
cilities and found the island perfect in 
every respect except for its lack of build- 
ings necessary for production equipment 
storage and cover sets. Returning to the 
studio, Anderson persuaded Walt to film 
the picture on Tobago even though it 
meant constructing all supporting facili- 
ties with materials that had to be im- 
ported by plane, and flying the cast and 
crew in from America and Europe. 

By this time, Lowell S. Hawley had 
worked the final screenplay into a con- 
siderably expanded version of the origi- 
nal Wyss tale. The biggest factor being 
the addition of pirates and their attack 
on the Robinson family stronghold. 

Walt believed the picture had tremen- 
dous potential for transporting the audi- 
ence to the island via an exciting adven- 
ture filmed in Panavision and Techni- 
color. A review of the all-time boxoffice 
champs proves he was right because the 
film is well up on the list.

Difficult Role Essayed By 


Young Actor Kevin Corcoran 


Best known to TV audiences as “‘Moo- 
chie,” 19-year-old Kevin Corcoran has 
appeared in more motion pictures, not to 
mention television shows, than he is 
years old. 

In all of his acting experience though, 
nothing was as challenging as his as- 
signment in Walt Disney’s Panavision- 
Technicolor adventure feature, “Swiss 
Family Robinson,” in which Kevin plays 
the youngest of three sons of a castaway 
family. 

He is little Francis, the daring young- 
ster who keeps the lively story in still 
more of an uproar with his penchant for 
catching and adopting wild and danger- 
ous animals in one of the most unusual 
and expensive motion pictures ever fash- 
ioned in the Disney workshop. 

Kevin, who started acting when he was 
two, became “‘Moochie” in his first Dis- 
ney role on the Mickey Mouse Club tele- 
vision series and the name of the part 
stuck with him. He is one of the out- 
standing members of what must be the 
largest acting family in Hollywood. 

His brothers, Hugh, 21, and Brian, 17, 
scored in support of Elizabeth Taylor in 
“Cat on a Hot Tin Roof.” His sister, No- 
reen, 25, starred with John Forsythe in 
television’s ‘Bachelor Father.” His other 
sisters, Donna, 27, was formerly under 
contract to MGM, and Kerry, 15, is also 
an actress. The eldest child of Mr. and 
Mrs. William H. Corcoran — Bill, Jr., 29, 
— who has a long list of credits behind 
him, is now in press relations at San Fer- 
nando Valley State College. The young- 
est is Kelly, now 9, born while Kevin was 
filming “The Shaggy Dog,’ whereupon 
he passed out all-day suckers on the set. 

The family home is in a San Fernando 
Valley suburb a few miles from the Dis- 
ney Studio in Burbank. 

At 3, Kevin was playing key roles on 
TV, and films like “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde” and “The Glenn Miller Story.” 

He was an ardent admirer of the 
Mouseketeers and his greatest ambition 
was to join them. This was realized in 


1956 when he auditioned for the 
“Moochie” part in one of its segments, 
“Adventures in Dairyland.” 

Disney had a part specially written 
for Kevin in “The Further Adventures 
of Spin and Marty,” on the “Mickey 
Mouse Club,” followed by a role in “Old 
Yeller.” His appealing performance in 
this film led to co-star billing in “The 
Shaggy Dog.” 

Kevin’s next assignment was the title 
role in “Toby Tyler,” seen on “Walt Dis- 
ney’s Wonderful World of Color” re- 
cently. Then came a co-starring role in 
Disney’s “Pollyanna,” and the title role 
in a Disney television production, 
“Moochie of the Little League.’ Other 
films include “Babes in Toyland,” “Bon 
Voyage,” “Savage Sam,” and “A Tiger 
Walks.” 

During the filming of “Swiss Family 
Robinson,” one of his most endearing — 


. and exasperating — traits was an insa- 


tiable curiosity about everything in 
sight. While on Tobago in the West In- 
dies where the picture was filmed in its 
entirety, he discovered a good deal more 
about the native animals than the script 
called for and often had to be disengaged 
from local wildlife to perform in his 
scenes. 

At home he maintained a backyard zoo 
which included a dog named Duke, a cat 
named Sambo, a frog named Herman, a 
parakeet named Baby, and various tropi- 
cal fish. 

He is now a sophomore at San Fer- 
nando Valley State College where he is 
pursuing a general major. At the present 
time, his college studies demand his full 
attention and acting has been put aside, 
at least for now.

“Swiss Family Robinson” Marks 
Walt Disney’s Most Difficult Film 


Producer Bill Anderson, who worked 
closely with Walt Disney for more than 
two decades, recalls that pre-production 
and filming of the adventure classic, 
“Swiss Family Robinson” was, “the most 
difficult we ever encountered.” 

“We had many meeting's with Walt to 
decide how ‘Swiss Family Robinson’ was 
going to be produced. There were two 
opinions. One was that we would make 
the picture on the Burbank lot using 
special process photography. I prevailed 
on Walt to let us try to make it in its 
natural locale. 

“So we began to search, which started 
a world-wide project. Our director, Ken 
Annakin, had worked not only in the Far 
East but in Africa and our associate 
producer, Basil Keys had also worked on 
many international productions. Keys 
wanted to film in East Africa and An- 
nakin wanted to go to Ceylon to make it. 
And I insisted they explore the Carib- 
bean. 

“At first, they were discouraged be- 
cause most of the islands lay flat, and we 
needed more divergent terrain. Finally, 
I received a wire saying they had found 
this island of Tobago situated at the end 
of the Leeward Isles in the West Indies. 
I flew down there and found it scenically 
beautiful and perfect for our filming 
needs. Not only that, Tobago was the 
legendary home of Robinson Crusoe, 
which tied in perfectly with the story 
line of ‘Swiss Family Robinson.’ 
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“Right away it was evident that mak- 
ing a picture there was going to be diffi- 
cult because of the lack of facilities. We 
needed a warehouse and a cover stage. 
Walt realized this was going to be costly 
but he finally agreed to it. We went 
ahead and, with the exception of ‘Mary 
Poppins,’ it was our most expensive pro- 
duction. 

“We put all the money into what is 
seen on the screen but we still had tre- 
mendous problems. We had to build our 
own sound stage out of sheet metal. We 
had to import everything that was used. 
It was a tremendous logistical problem, 
not to mention the weather. We experi- 
enced one of the biggest storms ever to 
hit the island of Tobago. It flooded our 
stage and flooded out our treehouse and 
other sets. We couldn’t shoot for weeks. 
In fact, the crew set to and helped the 
natives clean up the debris and recon- 
struct their homes. 

“T think the proof of this picture was 
in the way we did it and the way it was 
accepted by the public. It’s big entertain- 
ment, and it’s a bigger-than-life adven- 
ture in that it gives the feeling of being 
on the island with the Robinson family.”
